I ihink it requires no spirit of prophecy 
above the inspiration of the present ap- 
pearance of things, together with a view 
of the past history of the world, to enable 
us to “see the day approaching” now, 
when a long-studied and deep-planned ef- 
fort will be made by lovers of the popular 
inventions and traditions of men, to press 
down this our favored nation under eccle- 
siastical tyranny. The present state and 
appearance of things render it as necessa- 
ry that we should not forsake the use of 
suitable medns for the encouragement of 
one another and the advancement of the 
Redeemer’s cause, as it was that those 
things should not be neglected in the apos- 
tolic age.

Paul, in his epistle to the Hebrews,— 
“ Forasmuch then as the children are par- 
takers of flesh and blood, he also himself 
likewise took part of the same, that thro’ 
death he might destroy him that had the 
power of death, that is, the devil; and de- 
liver them, who through fear of death 
were all their lifetime subject to bondage.” 

The words devil and satan, which sigui- 
fy an adversary, and an impostor or de- 
ceiver, apply to those passions, aif prin 
ciples of corruption, whereby mankind are 
deceived, and fall into sin and death. In- 
deed whatever is reckoned an evil, wheth 
er natural or mora!, may he justly termed 
an adversary, or enemy, as the words devil 
and satan properly signify. Hence death 
itself, though no one will suppose it a per- 
sonal being, is personified, and called an 
enemy »—Thus, “ And the last enemy that 
shall bé destroyed is death.” And it is ad- 
dressed as a person, “ O death, where is 
thy sting ?” 

As death is called an enemy, so ma) 
those principles of mortality and corrup 
tion which have “the power of death,” or 
the power of bringing and holding men in 
death, be called an enemy, adversary, © 
devil. 

The passage now under consideration, 
from the epistle to the Hebrews, teaches 
that, because the children were partakers 
of fiesh and bloed, it was necessary that 
Christ, to be a faithful High Priest, know- 
ing how to be touched with the feelings « 
our infirmities, should partake of flesh and 
blood with us.
